G.S.R. 40(E) —In exercise of the powers conferred by sections 10, 28, 30 and 74 of the 
Indian Post Offlte Act, 1898 (6 of 1R98), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, namely:— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (First Amendment) Rules, 1973.
